The appropriations of Congress for 
the “long session” just ended were 
large, amounting in the aggregate, as 
summarized by Chairman Cannon of 
the House Committee on Appropria- 
tiona, to 750,063,857, exclusive of the 
large amounts which will be required 
for the isthmian canal, public build- 
ings, and river and harbor contracts. 
Chairman Cannon, after giving in de- 
tail the appropriations under each of 
the more important bills, says: 

“It is not inappropriate here to ad- 
vert to the fact that the expenditures 
for the past two fiscal years, 1900 and 
1901, show that during that period 
there has been applied to the sinking 
fund more than $113,000,000, a sum 
greater than the law actually requires, 
and which exceeds the whole amount 
applied to the extinguishment of the 
public debt during all of the nine fiscal 
years from 1891 to 1899, inclusive. 

“During the four years of President 
Cleveland's last administration, from 
1893 to 1896, inclusive, only $13,400,- 
047 was appropriated to the payment 
of the public debt, while during the 
same period that administration issuea 
bonds to the t of $762,315,400 in 
order to raise ney wherewith to pay 
current expenses and to maintain the 
public credit. 

“In analysis which I shall submit 
it is shown that the appropriations 
made in the regular annual bills for 
ordinary expenses of the government 
payable during the fiscal year 1903, 
aggregate $595,502,705, which, together 
with the sums carried under perma- 
nent appropriations and exclusive of 
the amount required by the sinking 
fund, makes a total of $664,423,929. 

“In the nature of things and in the 
light of past experiences, this entire 
sum will never be expended, but will 
probably be reduced in the neighbor- 
hood of 10 per cent. The revenues of 
the government as now estimated 
on the basis of the revenue reduction 
legislation enacted at this session 
amount to $640,520,630. The expendi- 
tures to be made under the appropria- 
tions of this session will not exceed 
$600,000,000, or a sum approximating 
$40,000,000 less than the revenues, 
which we expect to derive under the 
revenue laws as revised by this Con- 


Chairman Cannon, Representative

HE SMALL FARM WELL TILLED. 

The secretary of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, on returning 
recently from a trip to the north, had 
several hours to spare at Fresno, and 
according to his usual habit made as 
thorough an investigation of condi- 
tions and things up there as the lim- 
ited time would allow. Mr. Wiggins 
reports that he was astonished and de- 
lighted at the remarkable progress that 
has been made by Fresno during the 
past few years, and at the high de- 
gree of material prosperity prevailing 
in that section, which thirty years 
ago was an arid and almost unin- 
habited plain. 

The advantage of the small irrigated 
farm is strikingly shown at Fresno, 
the country around which is mainly 
composed of tracts subdivided into 


twenty-acre holdings. These tracts are 
mostly in the hands of industrious 


families of small means, who have 
paid for their homes from the prod- 
ucts of the soil, and are now produc- 
ing almost everything they need, with 


a handsome surplus for export. In 
many cases the entire family helps at 
the necessary labor. Most of them 
keep a cow, or several cows, each and 
a collector comes around daily to 
take away the milk, in cans, to a 
creamery. The money that in many 
other countries goes abroad for nec- 
essaries is kept at home in Fresno, 
and the place prospers accordingly. 


Good roads lead into Fresno from the 


surrounding country. They are well 
constructed, and are kept constantly 
sprinkled. That city has one attrac- 
tive feature with which Los Angeles 
has nothing to compare—an avenue 
twelve miles in length, planted alter- 
nately with red and white flowering 
eucalypti, fan palms and oleanders. 
Fresno also has big stores and public 
buildings of which Los Angeles 
would not be ashamed. 


This instance of the value of small 


farms in promoting the prosperity of 
a section is timely just flow, when 
several localities in Central and 
Northern California are making efforts 
to attract immigration. It is reported 
that one of these associations in Cen- 
tral California has already met with 
a big stumbling block in the shape 
of the big ranches which the owners 
refuse to subdivide or to sell at a 
reasonable price, preferring to wait 
until their neighbors make improve- 
ments, and thus make their land more 
valuable. Even in Southern California 
we are not without some instances of 
this,kind. Indeed, instances may be 
found in almost every county south of 
the Tehachepi. In some cases—such 
for instance, as that of the big San 
Joaquin ranch, in Orange county—it 
is probable that a subdivision of the

Panned Hare with Mushrooms: Cut the 
hare as before in eleven pieces. Arrange 
in baking pan and cover with stock. 
Cover with another pan and cook for one 
hour in quick oven. Then remove upper 
pan and put over the meat one-haif 
pound mushrooms washed, a teaspoonful 
of salt and a salispoonful of pepper. 
Cook for one-half hour longer. Serve 
with brown sauce made in the pen. Gar- 
nish the dish with triangular pieces of 
toast.

SAN PEDRO, July 2.—Late Tuesday 
night a man named Gallagher, 24 years 
of age, and engineer off the steamer 
Sequoia, attempted to qump from the 
dock to the vessel, misjudged the dis- 
tance, fell into the bay and was 
drowned. 

Gallagher had spent the evening in 
company with E. T. Lettie and John 
Barrett, seamen from the steamer Coro- 
— When seen this morning Barrett 
said: 

“We accompanied Gallagher to his 
vessel at midnight and tried to induce 
him to go aboard by way of the gang- 
plank.

With 
that he jumped, but did not reach the 
boat. He fell into the bay between the 
wharf and the vessel.” 

Gallagher's body was recovered at 
noon today, lying on the port side of 
the steamer forward, where the space 
to be covered in a jump is about four 
feet.
